In planting, give each 
plant a space of at least two feet square, as if well grown they will touch each other by October Ist at that 
distance apart. As the Chrysanthemum flowers only on terminal branches, the tops of the young plants 
should be pinched out when five or six inches high. Allow four shoots to grow from this main trunk: 
when these four shoots are four inches high, pinch out the terminal bud, and save three or four of the 
branches that will spring from each of these limbs. Allow these last branches to attain a height of six — 
inches; then pinch out the tops for the last time. This should not be later than August Ist; after this 4 
they should be allowed to grow undisturbed. If wanted for indoor blooming they should be lifted about : 
October Ist and potted. Give a thorough watering and set in ashady place for a few days. Afterwards — 
expose them to the full light, but do not keep them warmer than forty to fifty degrees. }
